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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Andrew Deditch (Reg.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 19, line 15, delete "it is a gas sensor" and insert -the microstructured sensor is a 
gas sensor--. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19, 21, 23, 25-28, 30, 31 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to Claim 19, the prior art made of record fails to teach a micro-bolometer 
comprising a cap chip fastened to the measurement chip at a bonding point between the two 
measurement areas. Claims 21, 23, 25-28, 30, 31 depend on Claim 19. 

With respect to Claim 35, the prior art made of record fails to teach the microstructured 
sensor comprising a cap chip fastened to the measurement chip at a bonding point between the 
two measurement areas and the microstructured sensor contacted on an evaluation chip via a lead 
frame. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
